GOVERNMENT TO BUY 


SILVER FOR MINTS 


Will Purchase Five Hundred Thou- 


sand Ounces Because of Decreas- 


ed Price and Increased 


Demand.

Washington, Aug. 21.—The treasury 
will buy 500,000 ounces of silver for 
the Philadelphia mint, bringing its 
silver purchases for the month up to 
2.000,000 ounces. The bullion will be 
stamped into 
dimes, quarters and 
half dollars, for which the later half 
of every calendar year brings a re- 
newed demand. 
It was announced 
that the treasury . had. taken advan- 
tage of low .price «f silver. The price 
paid ranges between 47 and 4S cents 
a fiue ounce.

The Hague, Aug. li).—The 
Belgian 
exiles aro the tragic figures of the 


l Kuropean War. 
The state of Siege 


which has been declared In moat o£ 
the provinces near the frontier has 
driven them 
to 
North-Holland and 


i South-Holland, 
the 
two 
provinces, 


along the"North Sea where they cau 
move at liberty. There in the small 
towns, 
but 
by preference in Th8 
Hague, they have established 
them- 
selves according to their means. .Most 
of them are well past the fifties, while 
their wives may be a few years 
younger. The inea of middle age have 
either enlisted in> the Belgian army 
or have been obliged to 
return to 
their own country to save whatever 
could be saved of the wreckage of 
their 
business. 
The 
older 
people 
however, by general consent remain 
away from their own land. For, as 
they explain, they could do no good, 
they would be in the stay where they 
are and wait for the ultimate end. 
Almost invariably they belong to the 
middle classes 
for 
the rich people 


have gone to England or to the south 
of 
France. They 
have 
established 
themselves in some 
of 
the smaller 
boarding houses and their great aim 
in life seems to be how to get rid of 
the 24 hours which compose the day. 
In tho morning they are seen in the 
parks, dressed 
properly and neatly 


but often enough the coat is old and 
shiny, for funds- from their fatherland 
can not easily reach them and their 
small deposits in the bank has to last 
perhaps for many years. Almost in- 
variably 
husband and wife walk to- 
gether and judging by the few words 
heard in passing, the conversation ia 
always and without exception of the 
war. 


When they 
reach 
a comfortable 
bench they sit down and prepare tor 
the morning's labor. 
That consists 


in reading 
the 
two Belgian papers 


printed in 
Holland, one 
the Echo 


Beige, printed in French, the other 
De 'Vlaamsche Stem printed in Flem- 
ish. 
These little sheets do not bring 


much that is very new. 
Thp frontier 
is carefully sealed against. th<* trans- 
mission 
of all valuable news. 
To 
make up for Important items of inter- 
national importance, these two papers 
print the rumors which mysteriously 
float through 
this 
colony of exiles 
and which nil the lives of them, ever 
optimistic, with the hope of a speedy 
change of the situation. Ninety nine 
times out cC a hundred, these rumors, 
have to be contradicted the next day 
on l.lip same page. Then 
the com- 
munity of patient wanderers, exclaim 
"bp.ttor luck tomorrow" and lose not 
a particle of their "cause," Anyway, 
the perosal 
of 
their 
native papers 


printed upon foreign 
soil 
fills 
the 
entire morning and . when luncheon 
comes the couples drift back to thsir 
boarding houses. 


After luncheon 
there 
is 
another 
visit of the. parks nnd perhaps a walk 
to 
the 
nearby seaside where upon 
certain 
clays 
(when 
there 
is 
a 


particular combination oil atmospheric 
phenomena) .the booming of the guns 
in far away- Flanders can be heard 
Then the discussion of the war, its 
causes and probable effects waxes hot 
to the accompaniment of the deeply- 
vibrating 
"boom-boom-booin" 
which 


I.ells the tale of further 
destruction 


in the Belgian lands. 


This brings the day up to the even- 
ins hours when the principal Dutch 
papers appear 
and 
then these are 


studied fuul praised or condemned ac- 
cording- to Iho side 
which they are 


supposed to take. With endless cups 
of ever weaker tea (a custom ol' Hol- 
land and Flanders) the last delivery 
of the mail, which takes place at ten 
p clock, is awaited in the vague hope 
for news from .home, news- which can 
not come unless it possesses 
wings 


with which to fly across or the hands 
of 
a 
mole 
with 
which to burrow 


under 
the 
strictly 
guarded barbed 
wire t'encps which separate Belgium 
irom Holland. . 


in this routine of useless tasks and 
aimless promenades the days of the 
Belgian exiles pass. Most 
of 
them 
are too old to become 
an 
integral 
part, of the foreign society into which 
they have been suddenly cast. When 
t.ney speak with strangers, and this 
they do every .readily, the all tell the 
same story: '-"We shall 
wait 
here 
patiently until the day of our deliver- 
ance. 
We are too old-to help our 


country. 
We wait and hope, for the 
cause of our land-Is-right-and the 
dny of victory must come." 
They 
have, however, one grievance. 
That 
is the Sunday. For upon that day of 
rest there is but one newspaper and 
the 
patient 
routine of. the 
exile's 
existence is upset 
for 
twenty four 
hours.

A iRellef IFrom th'e 
Laws of 1907 Is 


Made by the New Legislation 


Passed During the 'Pres- 


ent Session. 


[Sr-EClAL TO TUB GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 21. — More than 
a score of important 
changes 
have 
been made :in the Insurance laws at 
this session of the legislature. Fully 
as many additional proposed changes 
were defeated, including a measure 
which (would have given to the com- 
missioner of insurance the right to 
investigate insurance rates ano pass 
upon their reasonableness. 
Many of 
the laws enacted at this 
session ef- 


fect mutual companies. 
Under new laws passed at this ses- 
sion town (mutual companies are au- 
thorized to borrow 
money 
without 
levying -an. assessment at the time of 
making the loan; 
another 
exempts 
agents or adjusters for town mutual 
companies from the necessity of hav- 
ing -an adjuster's certificate; a third 
authorizes town 
mutual 
companies 
tp amend their articles of organiza- 
tion without notice, by a two-thirds 
vote at the annual meeting, also by a 
two-thirds vote at a special meeting, 
providing thirty days' notice reciting 
the proposed amendment 
has 
been 
given by mail to members; 
and a 
fourth authorizes a mutual 
company 
to borrow money from any officer, di- 
rector, member, or other person for 
the purpose of conducting 
the com- 
pany's business. 
No discount or com- 
mission can be paid 
to the person 
making the loan. One of the last 
laws to be enacted at the. session au- 
thorized town mutual companies 
to 
loan money upon personal notes sign- 
ed by two persons who own real es- 
tate in the 
territory in which 
the 
company operates. 
, . 


• Modify Old Laws. 
A great importance 
in the insur- 
ance field was the modification of the 
laws passed in 1907, which resulted 
in over 
twenty 
companies 
retiring 


from the state. The principal modifi- 
cations contained in this act relate to 
the method of computing the reserve, 
the amount 
provided 
for expenses 
and contingencies, the form of report 
and tlip factors used in apportioning 
the surplus. Several of the companies 
are now making arrangements to re- 
turn to the state under this law. 
A number of measures affecting life 
insurance companies 
were enacted. 
One empowers the trustees of a do- 
mestic life insurance 
company, by 
unanimous vote, to Hx the salary of 
an officer at more than -$25.000 a year. 
Under the old law no salary in excess 
of that amount could be paid except 
by a. vote of the policy holders. 


Consolidate Offices. 
There were a large number of laws 
affecting the 
transacting of all sorts 


of insurance business. The state fire 
marshal's office has been consolidated 
with the department of insurance, the 
legal end of the fire marshal's office 
being transferred to the office of the 
attorney general. One new 
chapter 
punishes by a fine of not less 
than 


$100 
nor more than $500 the making 
ol any false statement or false entry 
in books, or exhibiting any false pa- 
per with the 
intent to deceive any 
person authorized to examine into the 
affairs of a company. The bonds and 
other securities of 
insurance com- 


panies may be valued by the amorti- 
zation taethod- under a .law 
passed. 
A stringent law was enacted 
which 
prohibits the use of any name or pol- 
icies or advertising matter that tends 
to conceal or misrepresent the true 
identity of the insurer or the. company 
issuing the policy. Still .another new 
law provides for the 
punishment of 
any person, agent, 
policy holder or 


fpliysiciaH who makes any false state- 
ment as to the death or disability of 
a policy holder. 
/ 


On Fire Department. 


A new law of interest, to fire depart- 
ments provides that if any city en- 
titled to state fire department, dues 
fails to make 
the 
inspections 
re- 


nulrecl, thereby- losing its share of the 
dues, it shall be compelled to raise an 
equal sum by taxation to be paid into 
the 
firemen's 
pension 
fund. 
This 
amendment applies 
only 
to 
cities 
where -the fire department .dues 
go 
into the pension fund. 
Members of 
fraternal societies may 
be divided 
into classes, tinder a new law, but in 
such case the law requires a segroga- 
tion of assets and 
reserve 
for the 
benefit of. the classes. A fine of from 
?2D to .tSOO may 
be imposed 
on any 
person making false 
representations 


to induce a luerson to take out a nol- 
icv of insurance, or 
forfeit a 
policy 
which he Is carrying. 
Companies of general agencies may 
institute contests among agents ami 
to award tokens of 
small 
Intrinsic 
value. 
Whenever such article costs 
more than $1.0 a, statement must, be 
filed with the commissioner of insur- 
ance showing the 
total cost of the 
competition. Promotion 
expense 
Is 


changed from 10 fo 15 percent upon 
the amount actually paid upon stock 
subscriptions. The valued policy law 
is repealed, but 
other legil • safe- 
guards are provided.

CONSIDER GRANTING 


UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 


IN THE WEST INDIES. 


Copenhagen, 
Aug. 
21.—Proposals 
have recently been, made looking to 
the granting of universal suffrage to 
the negro population, of the Danish 
West Indies, but no action in the 
matter will be taken until a report 
is received from a commission to be 


Of the 
approximately 400 
of fleat known to exist, the 
species 
human 
flea, the dog flea, the cat flea, the rat

It is difficult, to looaen 
it from its hold and its destruction 
therefore presents some 
difficulties. 
Fairly good results are obtatlned 
from the local application of kerosene 
and lard in the proportions o? 1 part 
kerosene and 3 parts lard, but if 
used too freely this may injure poul- 
try. 


In- the case of other species the in- 
sects hop about much more freely and 
may or may not, therefore, be found 
at any given time 
on their hosts. 
When dogs or cats, 
found to be suffering, 
however, 
are 
a bath in a 3 


Where it is supposed that dogs or 
cats are largely responsible for <"he 
infestation it is desirable to compel 
them to sleep in a definite place in 
order that th& eggs from the fleas be 
concentrated and thus more 
easily 
destroyed. A few gunny sacks or a 
mat for infested animals to sleep up- 
on will be found to contain a great 
majority of the eggs and these can 
be destroyed by shaking the 
cloths 
over the flre or exposing them on a 
bare spot to the rays of the sun. 
Where fleas are found to be breed- 
ing in the house itself the first step 
is to sweep up all the dust and burn 
it. Floor 
coverings 
should be 
re- 
moved, aired, and beaten, and the 
floor scrubbed with strong soap suds. 
Various insecticides 
have also been 
found to be effective, 
but many of 
these are either dangerous to health 
or in injurious to various articles. 
Fumigation with sulphur fumes or 
hydrocyanic-acid gas has also been 
employed to rid 
dwellings of 
fleas. 
Both of these have~the additional ad-, 
vantage of . killing rats and mice as 
well as, fleas but sulphur is open to 
the objection that it 
corrodes- metal 
and 
injures 
plants. 
Hydrocyanic- 
acid gas is so deadly that its use ex- 
cept under expert direction is quite 
out ot 
the question. In 
fumigating 
with sulphur 4 pounds to each 1,000 
cubic feet of space should be used. 
The sulphur is piled up cone shaped 
in a pan, which is placed in a larger 
pan or tub of water to avoid fire from 
the heat generated. 
A depression is 
made in the tow of the cone of sul- 
phur, a little alcohol poured into it, 
and a match applied. The room to be 
fumigated should be tightly closed be- 
forehand and kept closed from 10 to 
12 hours. At the 
end of that time 
the doors and 
windows should be

from the 
outside and

JAMAICAN FRUIT IS 


'FOUND TO CAUSE DISEASE 


[HY ASSOCIATED TRESS.1 


Kingston, Jamaica, Aug. 21.—An ob- 
scure disease termed "Vomiting Sick- 
ness" and "Cerebral Menigitis," of 
which sporadic outbreaks o? more or 
less intensity have occupied the at- 
tention of the medical authorities for 
years, has at length been traced to 
its origin. The investigator, Dr. H. 
H. Scott, government bacteriologist, 
publishes a report in which the edible 
fruit of t:ie akee' tree, eaten under 
certain unfavorable conditions, is de- 
clared to be the source of disease. 
It has long been 
known, locally, 
that the akee is highly dangerous to 
animal life when eaten in an unopen- 
ed or unripe condition, but hitherto 
it has never been suspected as the 
cause of the "Vomiting Sickness." 


One point which struck Dr. Scott, 
however, was the 
peculiar 
seasonal 
prevalence of the Vomitng Sickness— 
the disease 
corresponding 
exactly 
with the main 
akee 
season 
where 
other fruits and natural foods 
are 
relatively scarce. "This year the akee 
season," says Dr. Scott, "has contin- 
ued longer than in previous years, 
and 'Vomiting . Sickness' cases have 
been reported in 
greater 
numbers 
than last year, and over a more pro- 
longed period." 


After years of personal investiga- 
tion during which he compiled data 
in 300 cases. Dr. Scott arlved at the 
conclusion that "Vomiting Sickness" 
is an acute intoxication 
by

aqueous extract of the unopend or 
unwholesome akees. The akee is used 
extensively in Jamaica and In the 
season is an almost invariable accom- 
paniment of salt fish, in fact it is the 
most delectable part of the Jamaica 
breakfast, and is as highly appreci- 
ated by the European or the Ameri- 
can visitor as It is by the native 
Jamaican, and carefully selected and 
cooked is a wholesome and appetiz- 
ing food.
